A business meeting of the 
Aurora Board of Trade will be 
held April 4 when the park pro- 
posals will be discussed, accord- 
ing to president Ross Linton. At 

the annual meeting of the board, 
a proposal for a park east of the 
new high school site was held 
over until it could be discussed 
by members and a financial state- 
ment of the board issued. 

The proposal, brought in by 

Lome C. Lee, chairman of the 

town and country committee, was 

for the purchase either of a 

seven or eight-acre lot directly 

east of the high school for a 

price of §7,000, or a ten-acre iot 

further east for the price of 
$5,000. 

He argued that the need for a 
larger park was indicated by 
Aurora's growth and that the 
board should ensure that facility 
now rather than wait until it 
was too late, when all available 
sites were built over. 

Another argument in favor of 
the park was that the Aurora 
Horse Show needed more land 
for its annual event and would 
be interested in sharing the cost 
of its purchase in return for its 
use each year, 

A meeting of the Aurora Agri- 
cultural Society confirmed this 
when the society voted to pay 
one-quarter of the cost, up to 
$2,500, the same proposal advanc- 
ed by Mr. Lee ft - the board's 
share. : - 

Mr. Lee pointed out that if 
both the board and the agricul- 
:-V-'tural society each paid for a 
I quarter of the cost, the town, 
which would be asked to pay 
for the balance, could get a sub- 
stantial grant from the gjvern- 
- merifc to assist its share. The

NEWS OF THE INDIANS 

ON GEORGINA ISLAND 
By BILL RIDOELL 

This 3s the first or a series of 
news-notes about the Indians on 
Georgina Island. But first, a 
brief history of the island in- 
habitants.' 

The Indians of Georgina Island 
are descendents of the Algonquin 
and Ojibuay Indians. About 300 
years ago they moved from Lake 
Superior to Orillia where they 
assembled under three chiefs, 
Assance, Yellowhead and Joseph 
Snake. 

Soon the band became too 
large for hunting, and so the 
three chiefs agreed to divide in- 
to separate bands. Assance mov- 
ed north to Coldwater and even- 
tually to the Christian Islands, 
which, later was made an Indian 
reserve. Yellowhead stayed 
around Oriltia and eventually the 

present Rama reserve was estab- 
lished. 

Chief Joseph Snake and his 
little band moved to the south 
of Lake Simcoe and settled at 
first on Snake island which was 
named after him. Chief Snake 
fought In the war of 1812 on 
the side of the British. He was 
an ancestor of Chief Lorenzo Big- 
canoe of Georgina Island. 

The first settler on Georgina 

Island was Jim Porte. He moved 

over to Georgina Island because 
he found that the hunting and 
fishing was superior to that of 
Snake Island and that it was 
farther removed from the whites. 
I Soon, all of the Indians except 
one family of Big-Sails moved 
over to the present-day reserva- 
J tion of Georgina Island.

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Wc often speak of Canada aa 
a young country- it Is quite 
true. It is not yet a century 
since Confederation, The Mor- 
i times and Quebec have histor- 
lot which extend backwards 
for more than three centuries, 
but the west and the Pacific 
coast arc still in the first blush 
of childhood, while the north is 
not yet out of its i waddling 
clothes. 

.The memorials on the walls of 
the older churches '.ell of this 
national adolescence more for- 
cibly than any other manifesta- 
tion.

They have become as 
much a part of the landscape as 
the rolling hills and the old rail 
fences. Yet at the most, Jheir 
tenure is of only five or six 

generations- 
Many of these families sprang 

from stock which could trace 
its lineage five or six centuries 
with none to question it. We 
are still only young shoots on 
ancient trunk, and it might 
temper some of youthful exub- 
erance to remember it.

FREEZING DOESN'T MAKE SENSE 

It is encouraging news to ihu consumer to know 
thai the price of milk will not rise that extra cent, and 
thai tho government is {filing to try and find out why 
milk, for which the farmer is paid ten and a quarter 
cents a quart, is sold at 20 .cents in Toronto, 

But Against these advantages, contained in new 
legislation introduced to the provincial house last 
week, are the obvious difficulties which follow every 
attempt to peg prices on an individual product with- 
out also controlling the costs of producing that pro- 
duct 
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If the price of milk is frozen at its present level, 
the possibility of an increase to farmers when their 
contracts are renewed next fall is remote, in the 
meantime, however, the price of everything w h i c h 
contributes to the production of milk continues to in- 
crease. 

It may be that the government's investigating 
committee will find cheaper ways of distributing milk, 
and require the distributors to follow them. In that 

case, some of the saving can be passed along to the 
farmers. More than likely, however, if any action is 
taken, it will be in the form of subsidies. 

Neither are very satisfactory hopes, but unless 
the government is prepared to throw over its present 
control system and start again, there is no alternative. 
This most recent development seems to us the logical 
outcome of efforts to regulate the industry; these latest 
efforts to remedy its evils are dealing more with the 
symptoms of the system than the original causes. 

Although the original milk control legislation was 
written with the best of intentions to regulate a basic 
industry, over the years it has become an excuse for 
encouraging the retention of horse and buggy practices. 
Unless an effort is made to encourage a completely 
new approach, with greater freedom for the laws of 
supply and demand, and more competition between 
dairies, we doubt if there will be any great change for 
the batter. 



P.S. - POLITICS, NOT ECONOMICS 



The above editorial considers only the economics 
of the price freeze on milk. Since it was written, 
there have been developments which make the govern- 
ment action appear more the inspiration of politics 
than of economics. 






The freezing of the price is not going to cost tho 
government friends among the consumers, even though 
it may precipitate a strike of dairy employees. A 
.strike, although in every way deplorable, would owe 
a good deal of its origin to the government. After a 
conciliation board granted a %% dollar increase, the 
government asked the dairies to hold up payment 
pending new legislation. Then, a week later, froze 
the price »o that the dairies now claim they are unable 
to pay the increase. But apparently, the government 
believes that the inconvenience of a strike is not as 
important as holding the price, as illogical lus attdb 

an action urny be. 

Another development which reflect upon tiw 

whole transaction is the appointment of Mayor Mc- 
Callum &$ consumer's representative to the uev/ milk 

board. There is -indeed a fine odor of polities about 
this. What qualifies the mayor to serve on a board 
dealing in such a highly complicated issue as milk 
prices? Any judgment of Mayor McCallum is going to 
be suspect among the producers.

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TREE PLANTING IN TOWN 

A one-time glory of Newmarket was its wealth 
of shade trees. Their graceful forms lining tho Streets 

were a haven from the sun and a contribution to the 

natural beauty of the town. Time has taken a heavy 
loll. Trees have been blown over by high winds, have 
become rotten ami had to be removed, and in many 
instances, they have become a nuisance to the owners 
of the properties ou which they grew. 

Now there are great gaps in the once .sturdy rows 
of trees on the streets, and iu the new sections of 
town, there are frequently no trees at all. 

Fortunately, something is going to be done to iws- 
tore and encourage tree growth in Newmarket. The 
council and horticultural society are working together, 
the town purchasing the trees ami providing transpor- 
tation, and the society choosing the sites and oversee- 
ing and planting. It is a worthwhile undertaking, 
although it may take time for the full advantages of 
the program to be realized, and deserves the co- 
operation of all property owners. 

EQUALITY OF SACRIFICE FIRST 

The Hon. Stuart Carson, minister of justice, told 
a meeting of the National Dairy Council in Saskatoon 
last week that the present emergency may extend for 
many years and that Canadians cannot expect to go 
through it without a measure of personal sacrifice. 
True as that statement may bo, it will have no meaning 
for most Canadians until the government of which Air. 
Garson is a member takes steps to assure that the sacri- 
fices will be equal. 

At the present time, there is not the remotest sug- 
gestion that anything even resembling equality of sac- 
rifice can be achieved. There is too much of the "dog 
eat dog" in our economy, too much of a constant scram- 
ble for more wages and shorter working hours. There 
would be no objection to these concessions if they were 
accompanied by a corresponding increase in production. 
But we have not yet reached the golden age when 
machines can do everything, and in almost every in- 
stance where wages have gone up, the cost of production 
has increased. And who pays for it? The unorganized 
consumer. 

The greatest fallacy of our age is to expect to do 
less and less for a dollar but still expect the dollar to 
do as much for us. Until this Ikisic economic fact is 
recognized, the urban, organized labor will continue to 
improve their working conditions, not through ability, 
not by increased effort, but at the expense of the un- 
organized, rural consumer, the small industry, the 
white collar worker.

The admission prices deserve 
a word of praise. With the cost 
of everything skyrocketing, par- 
ents were delighted to learn that 
children's admission was only ten 
cents. Twenty-five cents for 
students and 50 for adults was 
very reasonable. Proceeds from 
the carnival will go to the club 
to help defray expenses for next 
season's operation. The costs of 

staging such an enterprise are 
high with rental for. the costumes 
and arena only two stems on the 
long list of expenditures.

comes only with experience. 
The old story of the bride who 
used all the dishes in the house 
to hold her rice as it continued 
to expand, could never apply to 
the modern girl who fallows ac- 
curate instructions. The accur- 
acy of the oven control or the 
vagaries of the oven without 
control should be studied until 
using the oven becomes familiar 
routine. It is surprising how 
much can be done with a few 
basic recipes. The more elabor- 
ate dishes can wait until later. 

PLAIN CAKE 

54 cup shortening ~ 

% cup sugar 
2 eggs 

1 tsp, vanilla 

2 cups sifted pastry flour 

3 tsp. baking powder 
M tsp. salt 

% cup milk 

Cream shortening until fluffy, 
gradually cream in sugar. Add 
beaten eggs and vanilla and beat 
thoroughly until light and 
creamy. Mix and sift dry ingre- 
dients and add a third at a time 
alternately with tho milk, com- 
bining lightly. Bake in a greas- 
ed cake tin 8" x 8" in a moder- 
ate oven, 350°, for 40 to 45 min- 
utes. Turn cake out on a rack 
to cool.
